Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  Wood 
Green  for  the  year  1903. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  course  of  erection 
during  the  year  was  908  ;  of  these  491  were  commenced  in  1902. 
The  number  completed  fit  for  occupation  was  362,  the  remaining 
546  being  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  buildings  have  been

POPULATION. 

The  total  number  of  completed  houses  in  December,  1903,  was 
7,525,  allowing  6^908  per  cent,  for  empty  houses,  and  calculating 
5 *66  persons  for  each  occupied  house,  the  population  at  the  end  of 
year  was  39,648. 

By  a  similar  calculation  the  population  in  December,  1902, 

was  37,452. 

The  mean  of  these  numbers,  38,550,  would  represent  the  popu¬ 
lation  in  June,  1903,  and  I  have  taken  38,000  as  the  average 
population  for  the  purpose  of  the  present  report.

BIRTHS. 

1,137  Births  were  registered,  568  boys,  and  569  girls,  or  a  rate 
of  29*92  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  average  rate  for  the  last 

10  years  was  29*32  per  1,000. 

DEATHS. 

365  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  the  district  ;  22  were 
registered  as  occurring  in  public  institutions  outside  the  district  ; 

11  in  the  Edmonton  Union  Infirmary;  6  in  the  Wood  Green 
Isolation  Hospital  ;  4  in  the  Enfield  Isolation  Hospital,  and  1  in  the 
Tottenham  Hospital.  Four  deaths  of  non-residents  were  registered 
in  the  district. 

The  corrected  number  is  therefore  383,  which  corresponds  to 
an  annual  rate  of  10*08  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  average  death  rate  for  the  last  10  years  was  12*22. 

There  were  112  deaths  of  children  under  one  year ,  which  is 
equal  to  a  rate  of  98  deaths  to  every  1,000  births. 

The  average  for  the  last  10  years  was  143  deaths  to  1,000 
births. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  were  152,  which  is  equal 
to  a  rate  of  4*00  per  1,000  of  the  general  population,  against  3*97 
per  1,000  in  1902. 

There  were  40  deaths  from  the  various  forms  of  Tubercular 
Disease ,  29  of  which  were  from  Phthisis ,  against  47  in  1902. 

There  were  3 7  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System , 
against  66  in  1902. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASE. 

The  deaths  from  the  seven  chief  Zymotic  Diseases  of  the 
Registrar-General  (Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough,  Fever  and  Diarrhoea)  amounted  to  58,  which  is 
equal  to  a  rate  of  1*52  per  1.000. 

In  1902  the  rate  was  1*26,  and  in  the  two  previous  years  2*37 
and  2*03  per  1,000. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year.

MEASLES. 

Measles  was  never  quite  absent  from  the  district,  although  there 
was  at  no  time  any  considerable  number  of  cases,  there  were  7 
deaths  against  2,  8,  and  14  in  the  3  previous  years. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  176  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  with  6  deaths, 
against  105  cases  and  1  death  in  1902. 

The  increased  mortality  is  an  index  of  a  severer  type  of  the 
disease  which  has  prevailed  during  the  year.  For  many  years  a 
case  of  malignant  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  a  comparative  rarity  in 
this  district,  but  amongst  the  74  cases  admitted  into  the  Council’s 
Hospital  there  were  at  least  9  of  exceptional  severity. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

55  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  with  7  deaths,  against 
31,  56  and  47  cases  in  the  three  previous  years. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

11  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  without  a  death, 
against  33,  23  and  20  in  the  three  previous  years. 

DIARRHOEA. 

There  were  28  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  22  of  which  were  in 
children  under  1  year,  against  10,  67  and  33  in  the  three  previous 
)',ears. 

I  here  were  29  cases  of  Erysipelas  with  1  death,  3  cases  of 
PiLerpcral  I cvct  with  2  deaths,  and  3  deaths  from  Scpticcemia  not 
connected  with  child  birth. 

There  were  6  deaths  primarily  attributed  to  Influenza . 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Since  my  last  Annual  Report  no  further  advance  has  been 
made  towards  the  erection  of  the  new  Isolation  Hospital  in  White 
Hart  Lane. 


The  Council’s  Hospital  in  Warwick  Gardens  which  is  rented 
from  Stoke  Newington,  is  built  to  receive  12  Scarlet  Fever  patients, 
and  proved  to  be  quite  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  increased  number 
that  required  removal  from  September  to  December.  The  pressure 
during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  was  so  great  that  we  were 
reluctantly  obliged  to  admit  more  than  our  proper  number,  average 
varying  from  14  to  20.  Fortunately  we  were  able  to  send  21  cases 
to  Enfield,  the  number  we  were  obliged  to  refuse  was  comparatively 
small. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  treated  in  the  Councils 


Hospital  was  74,  with  6  deaths,  two  of  which  were  due  to  advanced 
consumption.

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CONSTANT  WATER  SUPPLY. 

On  the  representation  of  the  Council,  the  New  River  Company 
provided  a  constant  service  throughout  the  District,  which  will  be 
a  great  convenience  as  well  as  promoting  the  use  of  more  water  and 
healthier  conditions  thereby. 

It  is  hoped  that,  with  the  advent  of  the  Water  Board,  the 
absurd  regulations  with  respect  to  2  gallon  flushing  cisterns  to 
W.C.’s,  1  gallon  flushing  cisterns  to  each  stall  of  urinal,  and  syphonic 
action  cisterns  to  public  buildings,  will  be  done  away,  and  practical 
regulations  substituted. 


DISINFECTION. 

The  Washington  Lyon’s  Disinfector,  referred  to  in  my  report 
of  1901,  has  been  fixed  and  is  now  at  work.  We  are  now  able  to 
return  the  bedding,  &c.,  brought  for  disinfection  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  removal. 

The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  having  at  last  a 
Disinfecting  Station  upon  modern  lines,  the  ground  adjoining  the 
building  requires  paving,  but  doubtless  this  will  in  time  be  done. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Inspector’s  Report,  the  workshops 
have  been  visited  from  time  to  time ;  the  outworkers  have  also  been 
visited.  The  majority  of  workshops  in  the  District  are  Dressmakers 
or  allied  trades,  and  employing  but  few  persons,  and  no  serious 
breaches  of  the  Act  have  been  brought  to  my  notice. 

Of  the  two  underground  bakehouses,  referred  to  in  my  report 
of  last  year,  one  is  closed,  the  premises  being  empty,  the  other,  has 
conformed  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Council  so  far  as  the  bakehouse 
is  concerned,  but  the  erection  of  a  shed  at  the  rear  of  the  premises 
(against  the  Council's  Bye-laws)  prevents  the  granting  of  the  actual 
certificate. 
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WOOD  GREEN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  ACT,  1903. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  were  successful  in  piloting  their 
Bill  through  Parliament  with  but  few  clauses  struck  out,  and  the 
Bill  is  now  an  Act,  legislating  for  several  matters  of  great  importance 
not  provided  for  in  the  Public  Health  Acts.  Among  them  may  be 
mentioned  : — Clauses  for  Regulating  the  Manufacture  of  Ice 
Creams,”  “  Combined  drains  to  be  repairable  by  the  Owners,” 
“  Payment  to  persons  ceasing  employment  through  Infectious 
Disease,”  and  other  useful  clauses,  which  I  hope  will  soon  be 
embodied  in  an  Act  applying  to  the  whole  country.  The  rapid 
strides  made  in  sanitation  during  the  last  few  years  make  it  impera¬ 
tive  that  the  Act  of  1875  should  be  repealed,  and  a  new  Act  passed, 
consolidating  all  that  is  best  in  the  various  Acts  of  Parliament 
governing  Public  Health.  It  is  not  fair  to  the  Public  that  Local 
Authorities  should  have  to  spend  Local  Rates  in  legislating  in  this 
piecemeal  way,  especially  where  the'  Public  Health  is  concerned. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

The  general  Sanitary  work  of  the  District  has  been  effectually 
performed,  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report. 

For  two  months  we  were  without  an  Assistant  Inspector,  and 
in  July,  Mr.  Seden  (late  temporary  Assistant  Inspector  at  Southend- 
on-Sea)  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy,  he  came  with  excellent 
testimonials  from  Dr.  Nash  and  others,  and  I  trust  he  will  continue 
to  give  the  same  satisfaction  in  the  future  as  he  has  to  the  present 
time.

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  call 
•the  attention  of  the  Council  to  any  infringement  of  the  Factory  and 
Workshops  Act.  Several  matters  (such  as  dirty  walls,  &c.)  have 
been  dealt  with  upon  calling  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  to  the 
matter,  overcrowding  in  two  instances  having  been  abated. 

There  are  two  underground  bakehouses,  one  of  which  is  at 
present  closed  (premises  empty).  The  occupier  of  the  other  bake- 
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house  submitted  a  plan  and  specification  to  the  Council  for  certain 
alterations,  which  were  approved  and  carried  out  ;  but,  as  the 
occupier  has  put  up  a  building  at  the  rear  which  does  not  conform 
to  the  Bye-laws  as  curtailing  the  air  space,  the  Certificate  is  at 
present  withheld.
